The Conference Process 


very important realize that the conference 
itself, the actual four-day meeting, was just part 
the conference process. Only few thousand attended 
the meeting Washington, but 100,000 people par- 
ticipated. every state and territory, for long 
period two years, community and state meetings had 
been going on; and the delegates came Washington 
with pretty clear idea their local problems and 
needs. some places, results were becoming apparent 
better community services even before December. 
1950. 

good example the preliminary effort 
found here California, where the Governor assigned 
the responsibility for preparation and follow-up the 
California Youth Committee. Activities got under way 
with Youth Conference called the Governor 
1948. This was attended 2,500 people from all over 
the State, many whom subsequently played promi- 
nent part examining their own community affairs 
through local meetings. Early 1950, the Youth Com- 
mittee began plan for second conference. 

The Rosenberg Foundation generously made funds 
available for special study problems children 
and youth California, carried out Paul 
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Research Associates, This study included sur- 
vey the activities the many agencies, official and 
voluntary, whose services affect children; included 
field visits selected communities, and included 
material obtained answer questionnaires which 
were widely distributed community leaders. From 
this study were prepared the working papers used 
springboards for discussion the Second California 
Youth Conference. 

When one realizes that this sort thing was going 
all over the Country, two things are readily appar- 
ent: first, that the White House Conference, while im- 
portant, was only single engagement protracted 
and, second, that the follow-up activities 
began, sense, before the conference. 


Some were perhaps little cynical when this 
was first announced ‘‘grass roots’’ conference but 
that precisely what turned out be. The delegates 
did not come told what do; the contrary, 
they were quivering tell what they had themselves 
discovered and done. 


The Mechanics the Conference 


From Sunday evening until late Thursday, the 
conference was session morning, noon, and night. 
The armory was huge, but with five six thousand 
people milling around, was crowded and confusing. 


The general pattern the program has been de- 
previously for the present sufficient say 
that each delegate was assigned one work 
groups and had the opportunity attend two the 
panel sessions. addition, there were many film 
showings, long lines exhibits, meetings profes- 
sional groups, meetings state delegations, waiting 
line for food, and struggling for cabs. The delegates 
were for all the sightseeing that was done, the 
meeting might have been held the middle desert. 
Their seriousness was not lessened the international 
erises which were occurring simultaneously the mili- 
tary reverses Korea and the threat general war 
confronted with problems even more serious than 
had anticipated. 


This sense urgency pervaded the work groups. 
They were, unavoidably, large. They were, fact, too 
large really function working groups. Each one 
was planned include wide variety interests this 
made them more interesting and representative, but 
slowed things because problems couldn’t dis- 
posed the incantation any particular set 
professional shibboleths. Discussion was free and vig- 
orous, but one had always keep moving along the 
next item the agenda while there was still much 
said the previous ones; and issues tended 
disposed the traditional method voting down 


minority opinion because there was time effect 
compromise reach general agreement. 


Some delegates expressed disappointment 
recommendations prepared their working groups 
were altered before reaching the plenary session. Some 
highly controversial ones were altered right out 
istence. All were screened, polished, and pruned 
special committee before reaching the general voting 
session but, considering the haste with which they had 
been prepared, some such mechanism was unquestion- 
ably necessary. 


any event, the plenary session gave every 
gate final chance; and they took full advantage 
meeting which, though scheduled end noon, 
lasted until six-thirty the evening. This was 
nating example democracy action. Debate was 
vigorous, and, times, acrimonious. While the pro- 
ceedings occasionally became little unruly, was 
made abundantly clear that the conferees were very 
much earnest about the problems childhood, and 
very much determined not rubber-stamp anything. 
There need doubt that the final 
represented the thinking the majority the dele- 
gates. 

What Did the Conference Have Say? 


The proceedings the conference itself are sum- 
marized pages findings and pages recom- 
mendations. They have implications for education, wel- 
fare work, religious organizations, the administration 
juvenile justice, and many other areas interest 
besides health. Some are broad enough cover 
all fields, others are quite specialized. very adequate 
description found the January issue The 
Survey; and the Social Legislation Information Serv- 
ice has distributed the complete set 
its Our discussion here will limit itself 
those items pertinent activities the health field. 


Conference Findings 


The conference found that child health services are 
uneven distribution and lacking continuity and 
quality, particularly relation furthering healthy 
personality development. They are not always well co- 
ordinated with other community services, and they 
not always meet the needs special groups, such 
children low-income families, children migratory 
farm laborers, and children with physical handicaps. 

The conference found that certain types prob- 
lems needed special emphasis 

Physically handicapped children 

The importance early correction was em- 
phasized, was the importance treating the 
whole child. Concern was expressed over the 
categorical approach these problems. 
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Parent education 
The conference found that information re- 
garding human development not sufficiently 
available parents; and that, even when avail- 
able, too often not presented manner 
increase parents’ feelings ade- 
and security. 
Professional education 
The conference found that there was need for 
understanding and respect for the develop- 
mental status and capacities children and 
youth the part professional groups. 
The training all professional persons dealing 
with children needs evaluated these 
terms. The way parents, teachers, and other pro- 
fessional persons feel about children more im- 
portant than the techniques the adults 
use. 


Conference Recommendations 


Among the many recommendations the confer- 
ence, the following are quoted especially pertinent 
the field public health 

That prompt action should taken the na- 
tional level provide funds supplement those 
the states and localities, and stimulate the 
early development adequate local health serv- 
ice throughout the Country, such action being 
particularly needed because the physical and 
mental effects mobilization and war the 
mothers, children, and youth. 

That steps taken national, state, and local 
levels improve the facilities and increase the 
output professional schools preparing persons 
for services children. 

That schools for professional workers include 
their curricula instruction human growth and 
change and family counseling, together with 
practical experience. 

That development new housing facilities give 
special attention health, recreational, and 
social needs. 

That all states establish standards for the hospi- 
tal mothers and children and that 
these standards take into account the importance 
avoiding unnecessary distress and anxiety. 

That programs for children and youth with 
handicaps expanded provide for physical, 
mental, emotional, and occupational needs.

What Happens Next? 


What happens next depends several groups 
people. depends partly the California Youth Com- 
mittee.

preparation for the National Conference 
Chronic Disease Preventive Aspects, held March 
12th-14th over national health organiza- 
tions are preparing authoritative summaries what 
currently known about prevention and early de- 
tection arthritis and rheumatism, heart disease, 
cancer, poliomyelitis, multiple sclerosis, cerebral palsy, 
epilepsy, diabetes, blindness, deafness, tuberculosis, 
and syphilis.

Severe Epidemic Expected 


February 15th, reports the State Depart. 
ment Public Health indicated that January’s out- 
break influenza-like illness was spreading into 
most parts the State, but the department does not 
consider the disease essentially different more severe 
than similar ‘‘epidemics’’ which occur virtually every 
year this time. 

The ailment being reported physicians and local 
health departments essentially the same all areas, 
Typical characteristics are rapid onset, fever, chills, 
generalized aches, dry cough, and often nausea and 
diarrhea. Symptoms vary with the individual, and 
does the duration illness, which ranges from three 
days week more. 

This disease relatively mild and, apparently, 
many cases are not being seen physicians. 

Although few schools were reportedly forced 
close because many teachers pupils were ill, the State 
Department Public Health does not that 
schools closed public health measure. Instead, 
the department urges parents keep children home 
and well cared-for they become ill, for their own 
protection well limit spread this highly com- 
municable infection much possible. 

Laboratory work being carried this depart- 
ment continuously order identify any appear- 
ance genuine influenza, whether mild severe 
types. Out several hundred tests made since Janu- 
ary blood samples and washings from the nose 
and throat sick patients, only cases influenza 
had been confirmed February 15th. These cases 
were Type A-Prime influenza, common variety 
which rarely dangerous normally healthy indi- 
vidual. 

possible that more influenza will appear this 
season, but health authorities and physicians not 
expect California like that reported 
recently England. 

addition the influenza known etiology, the 
cause large percentage the acute upper respira- 
tory infections that have been occurring during the 
current outbreak unknown. Fortunately, until the 
causative organisms are known, there can way 
immunizing people against them.

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Two Diarrhea Outbreaks Reported 
Southern California 


Two Southern California hospitals have reported 
recent outbreaks diarrhea the newborn, but 
deaths resulted among the infants which the 

the larger outbreak, Los Angeles, infants 
from two twelve days old were affected. The first 
ease this outbreak was reported the hospital’s 
nursery for the premature, and spread two other 
nurseries. Single cases then appeared three addi- 
tional nurseries, all the same floor. The illness 
seemed mild, with evidence the severe dehydra- 
tion and mineral depletion which have characterized 
other outbreaks. Recovery took place from five 
seven days. 

During the six weeks this outbreak, November 
and December, more than 1,000 mothers were delivered 
this hospital. This was large caseload which made 
existing shortages nursing personnel more acute 
and caused frequent turnover nursing assign- 
ments. addition, number nurses reported off 
duty because respiratory gastro-intestinal illness. 

Action taken provide isolation facilities for 
diarrhea cases different part the hospital off 
the maternity floor appeared instrumental breaking 
the chain infection. Laboratory studies acute 
eases revealed bacterial infecting agent. Virus 
studies are still being carried out. 

noteworthy that local health departments pro- 
vided home follow-up services for all maternity pa- 
tients dismissed from the hospital during the period 
cited. The public health nurses sent out homes lo- 
cated several diarrhea cases this way, and all re- 
ported that mothers were grateful for the reassurance 
these home visits gave them. 

January much more limited outbreak diar- 
thea the newborn took place hospital San 
Bernardino County. Only five infants were affected, 
and none died. This illness was again mild, and 
curred during time when many adults the com- 
munity were sick with symptoms nausea, vomiting 
and diarrhea.

Three Cases Botulism, One Death 
Reported During January 


Two dissociated appearances botulism Cali- 
fornia during January accounted for three and 
one death. This number reported the first few weeks 
the new year compared with only seven cases during 
the entire year 1950 and two 1949. 

The one death early January when 53- 
year-old South Gate man (Los Angeles County) died 
after one-day illness. Clinical symptoms pointed 
acute food poisoning. Laboratory tests foods taken 
from the household revealed the presence botulinus 
toxin jar Borden’s Liederkranz cheese spread, 
which bore code number B3439. The organism was fully 
identified the State Department Public Health 
Laboratory and Doctor Karl Meyer Hooper 
Foundation Type Clostridium botulinum. The en- 
suing state-wide search for other jars the same code, 
and quarantining all jars Borden’s Liederkranz 
cheese spread for laboratory check, was recounted 
the February 15th issue this bulletin. Several dozen 
jars the incriminated code were picked South- 
ern California, but further evidence botulinus 
toxin was found laboratory tests. 


Doctor Meyer his report the department re- 
garding this outbreak botulism involving Lieder- 
kranz cheese spread glass tumblers, points out, and 
quote, ‘‘In the history botulism the United 
States five outbreaks due dairy products—in par- 
ticular cottage cheese—are record. This the first 
instance botulism intoxication connected with 
commercially prepared cheese

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Measles, Chickenpox Cases Increase; 
Epidemic Proportions Expected 


Sharp increases the incidence measles and 
chickenpox recent weeks would indicate that 1951 
will year’’ for both these childhood dis- 
eases. Although the seasonal peak not expected until 
March April, chickenpox cases shot past the 1000- 
per-week mark for the State with the week ending Jan- 
uary 27th, and measles did likewise week later. Re- 
ported cases for the week ending February 9th showed 
chickenpox, 1,140, and measles, 1,227. 

Total cases chickenpox for the first five weeks 
1951 was 4,598, compared with 3,102 1950. For 
the same period, there were 3,622 cases measles re- 
ported, compared with 718 1950. 

the early weeks the epidemic two-thirds the 
measles cases were being reported from the nine Bay 
area counties and San Diego. However, there were in- 
dications, based increased requests for immune 
serum globulin, that the disease was spreading over the 
State. Through the courtesy the American Red 
Cross, local health officers and physicians may obtain 
free charge from the laboratory the department 
immune serum globulin for use measles prophylaxis 
infants and other children whom measles might 
risk complicating existing conditions.
